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Where the legislature creates special statutory proceedings involving rights previously unknown to law, the legislature 
may confer jurisdiction thereof on any court, but it cannot, in doing so, take away the constitutionally protected 
jurisdiction of other courts. 


Where the legislature creates special statutory proceedings involving rights previously unknown to law and equity and providing 
remedies therefor, the legislature may confer jurisdiction thereof on any court to the exclusion of others! provided the statute 
furnishes adequate protection of the rights of persons concerned.” However, it cannot, in so doing, take away the constitutionally 


protected jurisdiction of other courts insofar as it is applicable to the controversy involved.* 


An attempt by the legislature, in an act which continues in force statutes giving a right of action, to prohibit the court from 


hearing particular suits under such statutes is an unconstitutional invasion of the court's jurisdiction.“
